OP GltEXLY. 


The last Arctic expedition which set 


out from New York in April last in 
search ot Lieutenant Greoly and his par- 
ly, has been marvelouely successful. On 
tho 22d of Juno, tho Thetis and tbe Bear, 
accidentally ran upon the Greely party 
five miles off Cupe Sabiu, in Smith's 
Sounds. Only seven ot the twenty-five of 


the original party, were found alive. The 
thers had died chiefly ot starvation, and 
when found Lieutenant Greoly and his 
comrades wore near the point of daatb. 
Tho Proteus, in which they sailed 
three years previous, had become a 
wreck. By accident they found some 
old provisions which had been drifting 
in the ice for nine months, by this means 
were enabled to sustain life. 
Had the 


la&t expedition delayed its coming only 
a few days longer, the fate of Lieuten- 
ant Greoly would bo like that of Captain 
DoLong. 


Tho result of these Arctic expeditions 


—suffering and death—ought to satisfy 
tho public that it is nothing less than 
criminal to send out expeditions in 
search of a "northeast passage." It is a 
senseless piece of enterprise to sacrifice 
human life in chasing such a phantom, 
and it is to be hoped that for tho sake of 
national common souse, no further expe- 
ditions will be sent out to lind death and 
tho grave among the eternal icebergs of 
Greenland.

This 
wasialSSl, His further offense was to 
refuse the democratic nomination for gov 
oruor-in 1877 and again in 1879, when the 
hope was entertained that he might save 
the democratic party from defeat. 


The Chronicle appeals to Colonel Vilas 


in a way, which, if it does not bring tears 
to bis oyoe, will yet rnaka him think so- 
berly. It reminds him that other demo- 
crats have served tho party by being de- 
feated year after year; that ho is rich, 
has a reputation, has never been a mar- 
iyr, and can afford, for tho first time in 
all his life, to do his party a service by 
being immolated upon the ultar of tho 
democratic party.

S CITY, July 18.—On Thurs- 


day n telegram was rocoived ut thu navy du- 
purrment [roni Comimuitier Schley, o£ thu 
Grooly rolict expedition, dated Si. Johns, 
N. R, and stating tbut ho had arrivod thcro 
with tho Thetis, Beiii- and Look Garry, Imv- 
inj? on bourd Lieut, Grot-ley and five of his 
party, who, with ono ivho died shortly utter 
tto rescue, woro discovered Juno 22 nour 
Capo Sabino in Smith's sound. Theso six aro 
oil the surviving oC the twenty persons com- 
posing the party originally, and aro ail ^veil. 
Twelve bodies of tho dead of tho party wovo 
.recovered and hrought back on tho Thetis. 
Tho nion \vuro rcsuod just in time. Forty- 
eight hours later they would probably havo 
all boon doud, 


Tho"news of tho rescuo croated a profound 


sonsution, and was the chief topic of conver- 
sation at tho vii r and navy departments. 
Tho sentiment was universally ono of glad- 
Jiuss at tlio roscuo of tho six r.ion, mingled, 
of couvso, with sadness for tho loss of tho 
remaining eighteen of tho party. 
Many 


well-informed ofllciaLs had looked forward 
with dread to a roport that all would ho 
found dead, and some had felt apprehensive 
about tho safety of Capt. Schloy and tho 
rescuing party. 
Both army 
and navy 


oflicials foel highly gratified at the success of 
Cupt. Schley's expedition. 


LATER DETAILS. 


Later in tho day Gen. Hazen received two

HIGHEST LATITUDE EVEA REACHED. 


Lieut. Greely's second dispatch is as follows: 
ST JOHNS, N. F., July 17—CHIEF SIGNAL

fiord. From tho summit of lloimt Arthur, 
0,000 feet, the contour of the land west of the 
Conger mountains convinced ino that Grin- 
neli land tends directly south from Lieut Al- 
drich's farthest, observation i|i 1ST6. In 18S3 
Lieut Lockwood and Sorgt. Brainard suc- 
ceeded in crossing Grlnnell laud, and ninety 
miles t'rom Beautux bay tho head of Archer s 
fiord, Thev struck the head o{ tho flord 
from the Western sea (temporarily namrd. 
by Lieut. Lockwood Grcoloy'n fiord). From 
tho center of the flord, in latitude 30 degrees, 
SO minutes, longitude 78 degrees 30 minutes, 
Lieut. Lockwood saw the northern shoro ter- 
mination some twenty milos west, and tho 
southern shoro extending some fifty miles, 
with Cape. Lockwood some seventy miles 
distant, apparently a separata land from 
Grinnell land, Havo named tho new land 
Arthur land. Lieut. Lockwood followed— 
going and returning—an ice cape averaging 
about 150 reet uerpendicular face. Between 


tho northern and southern ico 
ca.]>3, 
In 


March, 1834, Sergt. Long, while hunting, 
looked from the nortjiwest side of ILOimt 
Coroy 
into Hayes sound, seeing on thu 


northern coast throe capes westward f.f rhu 
farthest soon by Narei in 137D. Tho sound 
extends some twenty miles farther west than 
shown by tho EngMsli chart, but is possibly 
shut in by land whicli showod up across its 
western end. Tho two years station duties, 
observations, all tho explorations and tlio 
retreat to Capo Sabmo wero all accomplished 
without tho loss of life, disease, serious aciM- 
dont or oven severe frost-bites. No scurvy 
was experienced at Conger, and but one 
death from it during tho post winter.

ST. Jorrxs, N. P., July lS.—Tho story of

At 7 p. m. we had both ships fast to a

An officer from the

Tho Century is tho oldest and most dis- 


tinguished of all tho clubs now extant. It is 
not fashionable in tho ordinary sonso, for 
its mombors fxro, as a rulo, tho reverse of rich 
and liavo-littlo of what is known as social 
ambition. Thoy claim, bowbvor, to bo in- 
tellectual, culturod, and of artistic tasto. 
Indoed, if thoy had no such claim thoy would 
not bo qualified for membership, sinoo it is 
specially an artistic and literary organiza- 
tion. It was founded nearly fifty years ago 
as a sketch 'club, and romalnod such for some 
timo, all tho' Couturions, as thoy now call 
thornsolvcs—their number was limited to 100 
—being artists, professional or amateur, or 
persons interested in art.

membership -waslncroasodTflrst" to'200,"tliori 
to 300, finally 'to 500, and literature was 
added to art as a requirement of tho associa- 
tion. There havo been ropoatod efforts to 
multiply tho colloctivo • body by from 100 to

but tho efforts havo thua far proved in- 


ofl'ec'tual. Tho organkation is decidedly con- 
servativo, and tho ofBcera and managers, 
who attach no small importance to its dig- 
nity and distinction, bollovo justly that its 
enlargement "would lossen its honorablo- 
noss and influence. It is ono of tho very 
faw clubs that aro always' full and al- 
ways bavo from 130 to SOO applicants for ad- 
mission. Tboro aro novor moro than eight 
elections during tho year, and only'flvo mon 
can bo elected at ono time; so '• "that forty is 
the greatest possible incre'aso.annually And 
this pro-supposes vacancies, which seldom 
occur oicopt by death. Forty members, or 
anything like tho ntimbor, havo novor boon 
choson, I understand, in any-yoar, savowhon 
the body was augmented by oho or two hun- 
dred. During tho last eighteen months only 
threo now moinbors have, I am told, boon 
elected, which is exceptional, although tho 
ftvcrago of late is said to bo loss than twenty 
a yoar. 


Tho theory is that a man should havo dono 


something to ontitlo hirn to tho distinction 
of becoming a Conturion; nogativo qualities 
not being sufficient. Tbo theory is often 
false, for there aro members who .havo in no 
wiso distinguished thomsolvos. 
But it is 


often true, Cyrus W. Field was elected long 
ago becauso ho was so onorgotte and enter- 
prising in laying tho first Atlantic cablo; 
Henry H. Gorringe, bocauso ho had success- 
fully brought over tho Obelisk; Theodoro 
Iloosovolt, bocauso ho had oiposod official 
corruption. 
Artists 
and authors of ac- 


knowledged reputation aro oloctod on ac- 
count of thoir achievements, as aro scien- 
tific mon and professional men, including 
lawyers, physicians, clergymen, and jour- 
nalists; tho preference boing civou to artists, 
litcrateurs, and scientists in tho order of thoir 
mention. Publishers, bankers, brokers, and 
merchants aro also Centurions, out generally 
for tho reason that they have scholarly ac- 
quirements, or artistic tast<M, or aru col- 
lectors, or aro in some manner Idcntitled with 
ititoik-ctual or esthetic subjects. When u 
mun is proposed for tho Century it is con- 
sidered uocossaiy that he should bo some- 
thing moio than a good follow or a goatlc- 
niaii. If ho is not ho is very likely to bo 
dropped, which is not considered in tho look 
a discrodit to him, but which cannot bo 
pleasant. Scores of good fellows and gentlo- 
meii uro dropped ovory yoar, and men, too, 
who are wholly eligible, owing to somo cir- 
ciimstancea or series of circumstances for 
which ttioy are iu no way responsible. Thero 
tuv, of course, various cliques, moro or Joss 
narrow and prejudiced, in tho club, and this, 
with the fact that thoro is a constant pressure 
to get in, often causes unjust discrimination. 
Tho worthiest may bo declined ar.d tho loast 
worthy accepted.

ADVENTURES WITH SHARKS. 


Mioo:in£ tlio Cascade napldfl. 


[Portland (Ore.) Nows,] 


Tho Gold Dust, o stanch and trim little 


steamer, successfully ran tho rapids at tho 
Cascades ot tho Columbia yesterday morn- 
ing. Thero woro five persons aboard, Tho 
Gold Dust was built in Portland somo flvo 
yoars ago. 
Sho is elghty-flvo feet in length, 


with a twelve-foot beam, and bos a draft of 
six feet, light. For a year or two she ran as 
an independent boat between this city and 
Vancouver; then she was taken to tho 
Columbia river to run between the Cascades 
and the Dalles, Tho owners had to cut tho 
boat in two and haul tho sections with teams 
around tiie Cascades rapids. Lately her 
owners concluded to return the boat to 
service on the Willametto river. 


'It was a mighty ticklish job to run tho 


rapids," said Engineer St. Martin to a News 
reporter last evening as ho was enjoying a 
smoko in tho engine-room of the Gold Dust, 
snugly moored at Ham, Taylor & Co.'s dock. 
"I'vo been on the water for over fifteen 
years, and it was tho hottest time I'vo over 
experienced. Wo started from tho upper 
Cascades at 8:30 iu the morning, and at onca 
shot into tlio seething waters in tho channel, 
close to the Washington side. 
WD shot 


through the rapids, fully SUO feet in length, 
liku an arrow. It didn't titsem to mo to tiilro 
us half a ininuto. Tho water was very rough, 
the nmd waves dashing us to and fro. 
This 
channel 
is 
loss 
than 
100 foot 


wide, with savago rocks on both sides. 
Owing to high water these rocka are some 
six foot under water, and this fact maJe the 
trip tho more dangerous. 
Twico in tho rapid 


voyago I thought wo wore goners, Tho 
waves clashod against tho boat viciously, 
knocking in the lights of thoonglno-roornaml 
pouring a volume of water into tho boat. 1 
was drenched to the skiu, and so wore the 
others. Onca out of tho main rapids wo Im>l 
smooth sailing. . Wo mado tho trip from tho 
upper Cascados to tho lower Cascades, some 
six miles in about as many minutes. The 
Oregon biioro was lined with spectator!!, 
mostly government employes, and they gave 
us a round'of hearty cheers as wo safely rode 
through Ihe rapids. One such a trip will do 
a muu for a lifetiino.

"Yes, it was a closo shave, and I sot o£J
